WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25.—Mr. Blair in- 
troduced a joint resolution proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution tothe effect 
that no State shall ever make or maintain any 
law respecting an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof, and that 
every State shall establish and maintain a 
system of free public schools, but that no 
money raised by taxation shall be appropri- 
ated or given for any school, institution, cor- 
poration or person whereby instruction is 
given in any doctrine, tenets, beliefs, cere- 
monials or observations peculiar to any re- 
ligious sect. It was laid an the table at his 
own request. 

A Senate bill for the confinement of inebri- 
ates in the Government Hospital for the In- 
sane, was reported and placed on the calen- 
dar.

Sales Made and Prices Obtained Te-Day— 
Improvement in Western Suburbs. 


Daring the past three years no section of the 
residence portion of the city has built up so 
rapidly as that part of it contiguous to the St. 
Louis Cabel and Western Railway, between 
Union avenue and the Western boun- 
dary line, and more new homes are 
being built out that way this sea- 
son than in any other locality of equal dimen- 
sions in the new territory. Within the limits 
described there is now quite a good sized 
town, and its population is increasing very 
fast. The most striking evidence of these facts 
is seen in the wonderfully increased passen- 
ger.traffic of the old narrow-gauge road, 
which less than three years ago was barely 
justified in running an odd train or two daily, 
whereas, now half hourly trains are carrying 
big loads of people to and trom 
their new homes from early morn 


until midnight. Inthe beginning of this re-

We hold that the proper 
attitude of Christians towards this traffic is 
one of uncompromising opposition, and 
while we do not presume dictate 
to our people as to their political 
fillation, we do express the opinion 
that they should not permit themselves to be 
controlled by party organizations that are 
managed in the interests of the liquor traffic. 


We advise the members vf our church that aid

Leading members of the Methodist Church 
assembled to-day in the Court of Appeals to 
hear the McInerny habeas corpus case, in- 
volving the application of the father to re- 
move Annie Melnerny, a girl of 13 years from 
the Methodist Orphan Home. The case was be- 
fore Judge Valliant in the Circuit Court on the 
application of the mother and after a hearing 
the Court decided to dismiss the petition. The 
little girl was remanded to the Methodist 
Home, where she was placed by the mother 
seven years ago, Judge Valliant holding that 
it appeared to be for the best interests 
of the child that she should remain 
there. The parents had practically abandoned 
her seven years ago, and had suffered her to 
remain at the orphanage until this time. They 
reside at Argentine, Kan. 

When the case was called up this morning 
in the Court of Appeals ex-Judge Hough asked 
tor acontinuance in behalf of the respond- 
ents, the Methodist Home managers, on the 
ground that important depositions were being 
takenin Kansas which would have a great 
bearing 2 the case. 

Mr. E. 1. Farish, representing the father, 
objected to a continuance without affidavits 
setting forth the reasons. 

Ex-Judge Hough said that the future welfare 
ofa girl budding into womanhood wasa matter 
of grave concern. The Court would certainly 
pause and permit the fullest investigation in 
such acase. It was expected to show that the 
parents of this child were not fit to be en- 
trusted with her oare and control and a con- 


tinuance was necessary in order that the 
depositions could be introduced at the hear- 


ing. 
The Court directed affidavits for a contin- 
uance to be prepared and submitted later in 


he day. 
The little girl was in court, accompanied by 
two ladies, and Messrs. Samuel Cupples and 
R. M. Scruggs were also present. 


A Domestic Terror. 


A petition for divorce has been filed in the 
Circuit Court by Kate Roche against John H. 
Roche, They were married October 21, 1875, 
and lived together until December 12, 1886. 


Mrs. Roche alleges that her condition was ren- 
dered intolerable by her husband’s drunken 
habits. She states that he was intoxicated 
continuously for several months and that 
he failed to support his family. 
One night when one of the children, a little 
girl, was dying and the youngest child was 
only a few weeks old he came home drunk and 
raised a disturbance, pulling down an oil 
lamp suspended from the ceiling and setting 
fire to the carpet. He frequently absented 
himself without any explanation and was 
found drunk in the streets and in 
public places. On one occasion he was in 
such acondition that he had to be brought 
home ina wagon. Uponanother occasion he 
came home drunk at 2 o’clock in the morning, 
drove his wife ont of bed and compelled her to 
prepare supper for him at that hour. In order 
to support the family she conducted a small 
retail store, but her husband drove customers 
away by coming in and raising a ſuss. The 
mother asks for the custody of the children, 
Maggie, Gertrude and James. 


Tired of Him. 


A petition for divorce was entered to-day in 
the Circuit Court by William Schmidt against 
Mary 8. Schmidt. They were married May 
16, 1877, and they lived together until Decem- 


ber 19, 1887. Mr. Schmidt alleges that he 
treated his wife with kindness and affection 
and did are a his power to promote 
her comfort and happiness but that she 
got tired of him and told him 
so. She said thatshe had no further use for 
him, and was tired of working for him. She 
declared her intention of moving to another 
State and said that he could do as he pleased 
and go where he pleased. Mr. Schmidt further 
alleges that his wife ultimately packed up and 
left. He had frequently appealed to her to re- 
turn to him, but she treated him with utter 
contempt.

‘THE STORY OF A WILL. 


Two St. Louis Ladies Come Into a Handsome 
Property in California. 


The telegraph this morning told of the suc- 
cessful termination of a suit brought by Mrs. 
Maria Koerper and Mrs. Wilhelmina Brieden- 
bach of St. Louis, contesting a will said to be 
the last testam at of their brother, Frederic 
Appel, who died in Sacramento, Cal., Octo- 


ber, 1887. Mrs. Briedenbach is the wife of 
Conrad Breidenbach, the pork-packer doing 
business at 210 Barton street, residing at 2401 
South Second street. He has beenin Califor- 
nia for three or four months personally super- 
vising the attack upon those who claimed the 
ang ge J ot Appel under the will. Mrs. Koer- 
— is the wife of Philip Koerper, saloon- 

eeper at the southeast corner of Lucas ave- 
nue and Broadway. 

Ape came from Germany to St. Louis early 
in the ’40’s with his parents, and in 1849 went 
to California with the gold hunters. After 
some experience inthe mines he settied in 
Sacramento, where he bought land that has 
since grown in value. He owned at the time 
of his death three and a half acresof ground 
within four blocks of the California State Cap- 
itol. There he jived the life of a miser. He 
farmed a little and loaned money in his 
latter years, and had the reputation of being 
a miser. His house was a one-story frame 
poorly furnished. He was extremely careful 
of his pennies, and never let one of them get 
away when he could help it. 

Phillip Koerper said this morning: In 1870 
my wife and I went out to California, 
My wife wanted to see her brother, 
whom she had never seen, as she 
was not born when he left St. Louis. They 
had corresponded and sbe had sent him her 
photograph. People laughed when we asked 
where he lived. Everyone seemed to know 
him. He was so close they all taiked about 
him. We wentinto his house without letting 
him know who we were. Although he had 
seen my wife’s photograph, and she looked 
just iike him he did not know who she 
was until she told him. He brought out some 
wine and two coffee cups to drink it from. He 
had no glasses and no morecups. He was 

lad to see his sister and told her he was worth 

etween $50,000 and $60,000, and that she should 
have the money when hedied. He accumu- 
lated a great deal more before hedied. He 
never had married, and when he died was 
either 71 or 72 years old. He wrote to his sis- 
ters frequently until last fall, when 
his letters stopped. Then came 
a letter from Chief of Police Gillman of Sacra- 
mento, who said Frederic was very sick and 
alone. Soon after that he died, and Mr. Gill- 
man let us know thata man had turned up 
with a will and claimed the property. We knew 
Frederic had made a will leaving his property 
to his two sisters, the only relatives he hed in 
the world. I can’t remember the name of tue 
man who claimed the principal share 
of the property, but there were several small 
bequests in this second will, among them $500 
toa Mr. Weisel, brother of Christ Weisel, a 
butcher here imSt. Louis, Mr. Weisel gave up 
his claim to this money. He knew the second 
will was made after Frederic had lost his 
mind. The news that the suit bas been settled 
in our favor is very good for us. It has coat 
us a great deal of money for lawyers’ fees and 
expenses, but we will get our rights now.

About 9:30 Andy 
came down Bedford street, turned into Hous- 
ton anda moment later entered the apart- 
ment house where he lodges, and the watch- 
ers closed in on the entrance. 

As the detectives forced their way into 
Leavitt’s apartments that individual stepped 
out of a rear door and was about to descend 
the stairs when he was interrupted. He sub- 
mitted to arrest gracefully. The attention of 
the authorities was first called to Leavitt in 
December last by a young man whom he had 
attempted to swindie. His scheme was to ad- 
vertise fora cashier, ‘‘with $100 cash secu- 
rity,’’ to travel with a theatrical com- 
pany.

THE BLAINE PROBLEM. 


LATEST PROGRAMME OF THE MAINE MAN’S 
FRIENDS AND SUPPORTERS, 


Levi P. Morten Mentioned as Mr. Blaine’s 
Choice — Boss Piatt in Washington—A 
Quiet Conference—The Kings County Del- 
egation—Gov. Hill’s Plans for the Future. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsSPATcH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., May 2%.—The latest 
Blaine programme talked here is that while 
his name will not be presented tothe conven- 
tion as a candidate, hereally does not think 
the other plan—of members of the different 
delegations voting for him as their first choice 
and thus trying to force his nomination—will 
succeed. The dark horse Blaine men are to 
support if defeat is at all probable, is Mr.

Boss Platt at Washington.

REAL ESTATE CORPORATIONS, 


Secretary Mike McGrath Declares That 
They are Unconstitutional, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISsPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., May 25.—Secretary of 
State McGrath says: ‘‘Corporations are be- 
coming so numerous in Missouri that every- 
thing in sight is incorporated and becomes a 
trust. Lately corporations are created to buy, 
hold, sell and convey real estate in the face of 
the Constitution of this State, which affirms 
that corporations shall only hold such real 


estate as is necessary in the transaction of 
their business, This section reads as fol- 
lows ;’’ 

Sec. 2, art. 4. No corporation shall engage in 
business other than that expressly authorized in its 
charter, or thelaw under which it may have been or 
hereafter may be organized; nor shall it hold any 
real estate for any period longer than may be neces- 
sary and proper for carrying on its legitimate busi- 
ness. 

„Of course, he says, these wards are 
very broad and to some extent very ambigu- 
ous. Railroad corporations have lived up to 
and construed this section of the Constitution 
as only permitting them to own such real es- 
tate asisin use in their business, and not 
for speculative investment or . profit. 
I have tried to bring this question 
into the Supreme Court, but so far without 
avail. Every lawyer to whom I have made 
the offer seems to be afraid of the result. I 
have no doubt, myself, as to what the Con- 
stitutional Convention intended and its pur- 
pose in forming this section.’’

The Defendant Begins To-Day to Show Why 
He Fought Lancaster’s Confirmation as 
an Officer of the United States Government 
perience With Mr. Lancaster—A Demand 
for Money Which Mr. Frost Did Net Pay 
~The Evidence To-Day. 


After Henry W. Moore, managing editor of 
the Post-DIsPaTCH, had testified to the iden- 
tity of a Washington telegram yesterday, 
counsel for the plaintiff in the $150,000 damage 
suit of Lancaster against Glover, announcéd 
that their side of the case was finished and 
that witnesses for the defense might be called. 
Jadge Valliant, before adjourning court for 
the day, reminded the attorneys that the 
present term would end a week from next 
Saturday, and that if the case had not been 
decided by that time all that had been done 
would beso much time and money thrown 
away, as the suit would have to be tried over 
again. 

When the jury had assembled at 10 o’clock 
this morning, 

A. N. CRANE , 
was placed upon the stand, and upon identify: 
ing a deposition in the Lancaster case taken 
by him as Commissioner, was discharged. He 
was again recalled, however, and testified to 
the taking of the depositions pnd thet the 
stenographer who had taken the notes refused 
to transcribe them until he had received pay- 


ment for his services. Mr. Laughiin’s efforts 
to prove that Glover was instrumental in de- 
laying the filing of the deposition were not 
successful and seemed to ord some amuse- 
ment to the defendant, and presently the wit- 
ness was excused. 
STENOGRAPHER ALLEN 
was next called to the stand and testified to a 
conversation that had passed between Lan- 
caster and Glover, but in such indistinct tones 
that it was impossible to hear his replies at 
at the remote table, at the far end of which 
the reporters are seated. Upon cross-exam- 
ination by Mr. Laughlin, however, the witness 
spoke louder, but to no great purpose, vigor- 
ous objections to the law of examination be- 
ing made made by counsel for the defense. 
Mr. Laughlin endeavored to show just how 
much money had been paid by defendant to 
the witness for the taking of this testimony, 
which was acouted by counsel for the defense 
as being utterly irrelevantand unnecessary. 
Not at all,“ responded Mr. Laughlin. We 
are endeavoring to show just how much 
money on all occasions was paid out by Mr, 
Glover in his war on r. Laneaster. 
Witness stated that in order to answer certain 
questions pertinent to what appeared in his 
stenographer’s note-book he would be obliged 
to amine his notes on the outside, and 
would not attempt to read the stuff, as Mr. 
Barron had done the day before. 
THE GUNDEKER DEPOSITIONS. 

It was after 11 o’clock, and when the wit- 
ness was permitted to depart some time was 
consumed in arguing as to whether the Gun- 
deker Gepositions should be permitted to be 
read. ‘‘Why, the very charge of libel em- 
braces Mr. Glover’s statement, ‘see the Gun- 
decker depositions,’’’ argued Mr. Ellis, 
pleading that this testimony might be ad- 
mitted, and Mr. Glover himself followed ina 
stirring 1 gee to the same effect.

Matters—Base Ball News.

8 : Jockey Club is 

one of the most obliging things of its kind in 

existence and dries up quickly. If the sun 

which shone fairly bright this morning does 

not altogether hide its head the track will be 

in good condition for the opening day of the 
spring meeting to-morrow. 

The hotels to-day gave the usual evi- 
dences of a race meeting. That 
queer crowd of individuals, rich and 
poor, who ‘‘follow the races’’ turned up 
in the city this morningand assigned them- 
selves to the hotels at which they will stop 
during the meeting. 

Everything has been made ready for busi- 
ness at the grounds, and the arrivals of horses 
from the Louisville meeting have served 
to brighten up the stables considerably. 


Among the arrivals was Senator George 

Hearst of California, whose string of strangers 

is looked upon as containing a few surprises. 
TO-MORROW’S CARD. 

The meeting will beginto-morrow, promptly 
at 2:30 o’clock in the afternoon. The follow- 
ing is the first day’s programme. 

irst race—Trial purse, $600, of which $100 to 
second and $50 to third; for 3-year-olds and 
upward, 5 pounds above the scale. Horses 
that have run and not wonthis year arace of 
the value of $1,500, or three or more of any 
value this year, allowed 5 pounds; beaten 
non-winners this year ofa race of $300 value, 
allowed 15 pounds; beaten maidens this year 
allowed 20 pounds; if such maidens are 4 
years old allowed 25 pounds; if 5 years old 
and upward, allowed 30 pounds. One mile 
and one-sixteenth. 

Second race—Selling purse, $600, of which 
$100 to second, $50 to third. Those entered for 
$2,000 to carry weight for age; then one pound 
allowed for each $100 to $1,000; then two 
pounds allowed for each $100 less. One mile. 

Third race—St. Louis Fair Derby, $2,500; for 
8-year-olds (foals of 1885), $50 each, halt for- 
telt, or only Flo if declared by April 1, 1888, 
with $2,500 added; the winner of any 3-year- 
old stake race of the value of $2,000 to carry 
five pounds extra; second to receive $500; third 
$200 out of the stakes. One mile and a half.
